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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Claim 4, line 5, after "tape" insert and 
Claim 4, line 6, after "plastic" insert 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
Yearsley (US#4922590) discloses a casket C within a plastic enclosure 12,14, the enclosure is 
sealed except for a one way ventilation port 26 that permits air to flow out of the enclosure. 
Yearsley fails to disclose the plastic enclosure being a shrink-wrap plastic enclosure, and further 
fails to disclose the ventilation port permits air to flow into and out of the enclosure wherein the 
port is covered by a screen impenetrable to crypt gnats. Although shrink wrap plastic, two way 
ventilation ports, and screens impenetrable to crypt gnats are known as admitted by the applicant 
(spec page 3, lines 5-7 and 13-21), there is no motivation to modify Yearsley in view of the 
teachings of the admitted prior art such that the plastic enclosure was a shrink-wrap plastic 
enclosure, and the ventilation port permitted air to flow into and out of the enclosure wherein the 
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port was covered by a screen impenetrable to crypt gnats. Claim 4 includes the above allowable 
subject matter and is therefore allowable for at least the same reason(s).
